It is in consequence of this Divine

Scrip- 
tures speak of death as merely a fall- 
ing asleep for a time, to wait for the 
new body in the resurrection, rather 
than to speak of us as dying as the 
brute beasts. The word sleep implies 
that in the Divine purpose a future life 
is intended, and will eventually be 
given.

dred different professions. 
If God's 


people coulcl'all come back to the sim- 
plicity of the Bible's teaching in re- 
spect' to the resurrection of tbe dead, 
all of these differences would speedily 
disappear. God's Word would be see.n 
to be beautiful and harmonious, satis- 
factory to the consecrated intellect, as 
none of our sectarian creeds are. 


Really tbe doctrine of the resurrec- 


tion of tbe dead has been repudiated 
by all denominations, not willingly, not 
intentionally, but perforce, as it were'. 
An opposite theory received and in- 
trenched in tbe -minds gives no place 
for the doctrine of the resurrection, as 
the Bible 'presents it. Consequently 
we have twisted the doctrine of the 
resurrection and recite, "1 believe in 
the resurrection of the body." 


Yet even this perverted view of the 


resurrection is not satisfactory to those 
who hold it. They wish many a time 
that the doctrine of the resurrection 
were not in the Bible, so much dif- 
ference docs it cause. 
For instance, 


how inconsistent it seems that they 
should say, "1 believe in the resurrec- 
tion of the body," and then say. 'as 
many do. Dying is but going home, get- 
ting rid, of the mortal flesh, and being 
freed from its limitations. If it is a 
blessing to die and get free from the 
limitations of tho body, how could it 
be a blessing t^. be reincarcerated in 
tho body, and S*j obliged to keep it 
through all eternity? Such is tbe in- 
"consistency of the resurrection, how- 
ever, from tho general view. 


The Bibls Resurrection Reasonable. 
There is nothing inconsistent in the 


Bible presentation of the resurrection 


' Is'ot from the Bible, but from men, 


comes the suggestion of the resurrec- 
tion of tbe body. Tbe Bible invariably 
refers to tbe resurrection of the soul. 
It is the soul that dies; as we read, 
"The soul that sinneth, it shall die.'' 
Adam was created u living soul, but 
his living soul caine under the death 
sentence because he disobeyed God. 
It was his soul that was redeemed 
from death, not his body. "I will re- 
deem thy life (look up the word life to 
see if it is from tbe Hebrew word 
meaning soul, and if so, add the worn 
am/1 after the word life, in parenthesis) 
from destruction."—Psalm ciii. 4. 


To accomplish this redemption we 


rend that Christ Jesus "poured out His 
soul unto death;" "He made His soul 
an offering for sin." Moreover, we are 
particularly told that it was the soul 
of .Tesus that was raised from the 
dead: "Thou wilt not leave My soul in 
slicol." St. Peter quotes this statement 
as prophetical of the resurrection of 
Jesus, that His soul was not left in 
liad'cn; God raised Jesus from the dead 
on the third day, "With what body do 
they come? is a totally different ques- 
tion. Some of tbe dead souls, in the 
resurrection, will come forth with spir- 
it bodies, and others with human bod- 
ies, according "to the Bible. But the 
important point is, that it is the soul, 
the licinr;, that comes forth, thnt is res- 


, urrected—not the body. 
If the soul 


dies. a<! the Bible declares, then mani 
festly the soul should be resurrected. 


! 
Tho difficulty with us has been that

a part of those three days, from the 
time He died until the Father raised 
Him from the dead, from hades, from 
slicol, from the tomb, on tbe third day. 
He, as the First-fruits of the sleeping 
ones, is an example and a guarantee 
of the fulfillment of the Divine prom- 
ise, that "there shall be a resurrection 
of the dead, both of the just and of the 
unjust." 


It behooves us to take a decided 


stand, either with tbe Grecian philoso- 
phers and their theories, or with the 
Bible. 
The two are in conflict and 


whoever attempts to hold both is in 
confusion. If the dead are not dead, 
then no human being is dead. And if 
no one is dead, how could there be a 
resurrection of the dead? 


The inconsistency -of the theory held 


respecting the resurrection of the &0(7i/ 
has invited a very reasonable and just 
criticism. 
The skeptic asks, "How 


could the body be resurrected, after 
it has gone to dust and after the dust 
has been scattered to the four winds?" 
They tell us of a grave that was open- 
ed near an apple tree, and it was found 
that a root from the tree had entered 
the coffin and practically absorbed the 
corpse, from' which it had produced 
thousands of apples, which in turn 
had been shipped to various parts of 
the world, some of the poorer grades 
being fed to hogs, whose hams were 
cured and sent abroad and thus passed 
into other human beings, to become 
parts of still other human bodies. The 
question is a proper one, but it is nn 
unanswerable one from the standpoint 
of our former misbelief and our poor 
attempt to- combine human philoso- 
phy and Divine Revelation. 


But such a question brings no con- 


sternation to the Bible student who 
follows the Scriptures alone. 
Tbe 


Scriptures never speak of the resurrec- 
tion of our bodies. They do tell of the 
resurrection of the soul, and that in 
the resurrection God giveth it (the 
soul) a body as it pleaseth Him. 
" How reasonable it will be for the 
world to bo awakened in practically 
tho condition in which they went down 
into death! And these will experience, 
if willing and obedient, a gradual res- 
urrection or raising up to the image 
and likeness of Father Adam in bis 
perfection. But some in the resurrec- 
tion will receive spirit bodies like unto 
tile angels and some like uuto the 
body of Christ in His resurrection, 
which Saul of Tarsus beheld—"shining 
above the brightness of the suu at 
noonday." 


The class thnt is promised a resur- 


rection in spirit bodies is the Church,— 
the saintly few who walk in the foot- 
steps of Jesus. The begetting of the 
Holy Spirit which comes to these 
changes their nature from earthly to 
spiritual. If they are faithful to their 
covenant their resurrection will be 
to glory, honor and immortality, as 
explained by St. Paul in the context, 
saying, "It is sown in weakness, it Is 
raised in power; it is sown in dishon- 
or, it is raised in glory; it is sown an 


Again, "They that have done evil" 
shall come forth, that they may enjoy 
a resurrection effected by "judgments," 
disciplines, chastisements, which will 
develop in them character; aud the 
glory which will be attained will be 
perfection—a raising up to all at first 
possessed

Today is the thirty-third anniver- 


saiy ot the 1'orming of the Standard 
Oil Co., one ol the greatest Trusts 
in the history of high tinance, and 
the father ot the brood of monopolies 
and near-monopolies that have since 
sprung up in nearly every industry. 
The trust agreement of 1882 was for- 
merly thought to have been the be- 
ginning of the giant petroleum mer- 
ger, but' recent investigations have 
shown that it dates from a trust 
agreement signed April 8, 1879. 


This old document shows that ot 
the 35,000 shares originally issued, 
John D. Rockefeller 
held 
8,984, 


while Henry M. Flagler, the famous 
Florida Railroad builder, had the 
'second largest holding, 3,000 shares. 
The other stockholders were Charles 
P. Catt, S. V. Harkness, O. H. Payne, 
J. A. Bostwick and William Rocke- 
feller 
Among the properties assign- 


ed to the trust, in consideration of 


the sum of one dollar," were the 
entire capital stocks of the Atlantic 
Refining 
Company, Standard 
Oil

Oil Company, Camden Consolidated

Company, American Transfer Com- 
pany, and the entire or partial hold- 
ings of a number of other concerns^ 
There were twenty-seven stockhold- 
ers in all of the original trust. De- 
spite the dissolution of the trust by 
the United States Supreme Court, 
the oil business is now said to be 
more profitable than ever, and so far 
there has been practically no inde- 
pendent competition. 
One of the most revolutionary in- 


ventions ot modern times, the lino- 
type was originally patented twenty- 
two years ago today. There had been 
many attempts prior to that time to 
produce

practical machine that 


would do away with hand composi- 
tion but none had proved success- 
ful until the linotype was perfected 
by Ottmar Mergenthaler, of Balti- 
more.

The 
Continental 
congress 


which had charge of affairs dur- 
ing the Revolution had no fixed 
habitation. In September, 1774, 
and also In May, 1775, it met at 
Philadelphia. 
Jn 
December, 


1776, 
came the first rumor of 


General Howe's approach. 
A 


panic seized on congress, and it 
fled precipitately to Baltimore. 
Howe did not 
come, 
and 
In 


March, 1777, it ventured back 
to Philadelphia. 
In September 


it became alarmed again and 
fled, bag and baggage, to Lan- 
caster, Pennsylvania. 
Pausing 


only 
long 
enough 
to 
take 


breath, It went on to York, In 
the same state. 
In July, 1778, 


it returned to Philadelphia, aft- 
er the evacuation of the city by 
the British. It remained there 
several yearc, but In June, 1883, 
It went to Princeton, New Jer- 
sey. 
The following November 


it met at Annapolis, Maryland. 
The next year it met at Tren- 
ton, New Jersey, and in Jan- 
uary, 1778, it went to New York 
City, whers it remained till the 
adoption and ratification of the 
Constitution. 
Although it may 


be called a congress on wheels, 
in did some very effective work 
in the cause of freedom.
